Secretary Bryan said in giving out 
his statement that while it mentioned 
only two particulars of difference he 
reserved any others for presentation In 
the future. 

Secretary Tumulty stated positively 
that no comment would be made on 
Mr. Bryan's statement. 

The issuance of the explanation had 
timed to col@cide exactly with 
the dispatch of the American note to 
Germany. 

Mr. Bryan left the State Depart- 
ment shortly after 1 o’clock. The note 
was put on the telegraph wires at 2 
o'clock, when Mr. Bryan's resignation 
went into effect. 

On leaving the State Department to- 
day Mr. Bryan drove directly home 
to assume his new role as a private 
citizen by reading telegrams of con- 
gratulation which poured in from 
friends throughout the country. 

Mr. Bryan had luncheon alone with 
Mrs. Bryan, awaiting word from the 
department that the note to Germany 
had been cabled: A few minutes aft- 
er 2 o'clock he appeared on the 
veranda and distributed among walit- 
ing correspondents copies of his state- 
ment, explaining that he had reserved 
the right to discuss other points in 
the note not dwelt. upon in the state- 
ment. He intimated that he might 
have something further to say after 
the note had been made public. 

The afternoon and evening the re- 
tiring secretary spent.quietly at home. 

“I expect to spend most of my first 
hours as a private’ citizen,” he said, 
“reading telegrams that keep coming 

“Are most of them congratulating 
you?” he was asked. 

“Oh, that is their general tenure,” 
Mr. Bryan replied. Naturally there 
would not be many personal telegrams 
of a different nature sent.” 

When asked if be had any an- 
nouncement as to his plans for the 
future, Mr. Bryan said nothing had 
been determined and that he had no 
definite speaking engagements. “I 
have some tentative engagements,“ he 
added, “but cannot announce anything 
at this time.” 

TO STAY IN WASHINGTON. , 

Remarking that he expected to re- 
main in Washington for a time at 
least, Mr. Bryan said while here he 
would keep in touch with the admin- 
istration nally

WEATHER GOOD 

FOR GRAIN CROP. 

Prospects for Immense Yield 
are Much Brightened. 


California First of States in 
Average Condition, | 


Spring Unusually Favorable 
for Work on Farms. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

WASHINGTON, June §.—Prospects 
of a billion-bushel wheat crop were 
brightened during the last week by 
favorable weather for both winter and 
spring wheat, according to today’s’ 
national weather and crop bulletin. 
Since the government's June 1 can- 
vass, upon which the crop reporting 
board predicted a 9%60,000,000-bushel 
wheat crop, which, with good grow- 
ing weather, might reach a billion 
bushels, winter wheat is said to have 
generally improved, while spring 
wheat made satisfactory progress. 

“Despite further rains in some of 
the important winter wheat States,” 
says the crop. bulletin, “the wheat 
crop appears not to have suffered to 
any extent, save from flooding and 
too rank growth in limited areas 
Over the remaining districts wheat 
generally improved during the week, 
and the continued wet and cool weath- 
er appears to have still further re- 
duced the opportunity for damage by 
insect pests. Harvesting is under way 
in the southern limits of the belt, and 
the crop is heading eatisfactorily fur- 
ther north and in the Far West, 
where it is reported as being in splen- 
did condition. 

“Cool weather prevailed in the 
principal spring wheat States, but the 
soil moisture continues sufficient and 


the crop made sa ry progress, 
although warmer weather would be 
beneficial 

“The composite condition of all 
crops June 1 was about 1.6 per cent. 
above their ten-year average on that 
date, compared with 2.2 per cent. last 
year. Fewer extremes than usual 


prevailed in growing conditions gen- | 


erally. Only one sugar cane crop of 
twenty-two, crops reported upon was 
below its average condition. The

SCHENECTADY (N. Y.) June 9.— 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, speak- 
ing today at the commencement ex- 
ercises at Union College, asserted that 
world peace would never be maintained 
without strong force, and advocated 
a union of nations with international 
police afloat and ashore, strong 
enough to overcome the strongest in- 
dividual state. 

“Nothing will be accomplished by 
people who are sheltered under neu- 
trality gathering outside the edges 
of the fight and from comfortable 
safety summoning the combatants to 
throw down their arms and make 
peace because war is filled with hor- 
rors and women are the mothers of 
men,” he said. 

“The nations and the men now 
fighting, as they believe, for their lives 
and their freedom and their national 
existence, know all this better than 
anyone else and would heed such 
babble if they heard it no more than 
the twittering of birds.” It would be 
as futile, Senator Lodge said, to 
abolish armaments as it would be, to 
abolish fire because fire sometimes 
causes great conflagrations, with their 
attendant loss of life and property; 
or knives, because knives inflict 
wounds. 

The reason lay deeper than arma- 
ments; it was the desire to use them 
wrongly for aggression. A general re- 
duction of armaments, he said, should 
be sought with earnestness, but for

Important Town of Galicia 
Prize of Austrians. 


Fierce Fighting Continues in 
the Eastern Theater. 


Petrograd Reports Victory in 
Shavli District. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. F.] 

BERLIN. June 9 (via London.) — 
The Galician town of Stanisiau has 
been captured by the Austrians, ac- 
cording to the official statement is- 
sued by the German army headquar- 
ters today. 

Stanislau is seventy-five miles 
southeast of Lemberg, the Galician 
capital. The statement follows: 
Un the western theater: 
forces commencing an attack yester- 
day afternoon on the eastern slope of 
the Lorette Hills were driven off by 
our fire. An enemy attack today on 
the eastern slope of the same hills 
failed. The last group of houses in 
the village of Neuville was left in pos- 
session of the enemy during the night. 

“To the east of Neuville we defeated 
repeated attacks of the French, with 
heavy losses to the enemy. 

“In the district to the east of Hebu- 
terne a battle again is raging after an 
unsuccessful attack of the French in 
the early-morning hours. 

“An enemy attack in the forest of 
Le Pretre was repulsed with sangui- 
nary losses. | 

“Fighting continues for a small 
part in the outer trenches. 

“Eastern theater of war: The east- 
ern bank of the River Windau at 
Kubyli, northeast of Kurachany, has 
been captured by us. 

“Our dttacking troops are approach- 
ing the town of Shavli (in Kovno) 
from the southwest. 

“On the Dubysa the enemy's north- 
ern wing has been driven back in a 
southwesterly direction. By an en- 
circling attack our foremost line has 
reached highway of Betigol- 
Aliglice. 

“South of the Niemen River the 
Russians retreated in the direction of 
Kovno after stubborn fighting at 
Dembowaruda Kozliszki. Three hun- 
dred prisoners and two machine guns 
were captured. During the pursuit 
which followed we gained the fortified 
positions facing Kovno on the high 
road between Mariampol and Kovno. 

“In the southeastern theater: East 
of Przemys! the situation remains un- 
changed. To the northeast of Zura- 
wana troops under Gen. Linsingen 
brought the Russian counter-attack to 
a standstill. Farther to the south 
fighting is in progress for possession 
of the hills to the east of Kalusz and 
west of Jezuwol. 

“Stanisiau is already in our posses- 
sion. We took 4500 prisoners and 
captured thirteen machine guns.” 

FROM PETROGRAD. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND a 

PETROGRAD, June 9 (via Lon- 
don.) — An official announcement 
reading as follows was given out here 


“In the Shavit district, province of 
Kovno, the enemy received reinforce- 
ments, changed his front and made an 
obstinate attack in the direction of 
Doubie. On Monday our troops had 
left Double and occupied positions in 
front of Shavii. In the lower Doubysa 
our advance has been satisfactory. 

“On the left bank of the Vistula 
north of Rawa the Germans, taking 
advantage of a favorable wind, at- 
tempted to make use of poisonous 


gases. 

In Galicia there has been stubborn 
fighting on the left bank of the 
Wisznia River. On June 6 the enemy 
succeeded in forcing back our troops. 
but the Russians counter-attacked 
and captured 2000 prisoners within 
twenty-four hours. 

“On the Dniester front there was 
fighting June 6 and June 7. Between 
the rivers Tismenitza and Loukwa the 
attacks upon the Russians’ right from 
Ugarteburg were without result. In 
this fighting the Russians at Zhi- 
datchen captured 300 prisoners, six of 
whom were officers, and two Maxim 
guns. On the left bank of the 
Dniester the enemy has increased his 
forces at Zhouzano, and they now ex- 
tend from the forest to the railroad. 
On the right bank of this river .the 
Germans fell into a trap near Siwka. 
Two hundred of them were killed in 
a bayonet charge and several prison- 
ers were taken. Attacks by the 
enemy between Siwka and the Loukwa 
have been repelled.”

Better motion pictures than the 
world has yet seen, made at less cost 
and finished at an unheard-of Seed 
are promised by C. M. Bridgeford of 
Rochester, N. T., who is here with a 
full-grown prospect of revcilutionizing 
filmdom. The marvels are to be ac- 
complished by a small machine he 
has patented, 


feet a minute, and will accom- 


\plish in five minutes as much as is 


w done in twenty-four hours, he 
. He will eliminate the use of 
positive film, and secure unifcrm, 
clean-cut, perfectly “timed” results, 
that will take the blotches and blurs 
out of m We see on the screen, he 
declares. 

The secret is a new solution which 
simultaneously develops and fixes 
washes. It is utterly unlike anything 
how in use, says the inventor, and 
is the result of five years of hard 
study and experiment. Now he com- 
pounds it at an absurdly cheap fig- 
ure. 

His precess in finishing a film is 
this: A highly sensitive negative film 
is drawn through a preparing solu- 
tion, then past a light opening where 
the printing is done from the ex- 
posed negative. Thence the film is 
whisked through a pan containing 
washing solution. Then comes a short 
whirl through a drying compartment 
and the film is reeled up, ready for 
the projecting machine. The film 
travels 300 feet a minute (printing 
is now done at a rate of about forty 


teet a minute.) All dependence on 


the skill of the workman remcved 
because the solution is 
“over-developing” or the reverse is 
impossible. 

All this means, says Mr. Bridge- 
ford, that film will cost the makers 
3 cents a foot less than now, the 
long drying rooms and laboricus 
processes will be eliminated, and the 
world will see better pictures, 

Mr. Bridgeford is a mechanical en- 
gineer and a graduate of Cornell. He

Again the issue as to milk prices 
has been raised, this time by some of 
the producers in the Chino district. 
with the Los Angeles creameries that 
purchase their supply. Chino dairy- 
men allege that Los Angeles whole- 
galers have been paying them consid- 
erably leas than they are paying 
dairymen of the San Fernando Val- 
ley or other near-by local producing 


centers. They place the differentia] 
from 25 to 75 cents a hundred 
pounds. 


Local creamery operators are now 
paying $1.80 per hundred and not 
$2.20 as has been stated. This figure, 
they declare, is higher than they are 


which they are selling the lacteal fluid 
is consi „ 8 cents a quart, the 
lowest it has been distributed for in 
several years. The low price went in- 
to effect last fall owing to the ever- 
increasing surplus of production in 
California. 

Last year was the first year in the 
history of the creamery business here 
that no shortage of milk was felt. The 
surplus was so heavy this spring that 
few of the creameries would sign ad- 
vance contracts for the year in Feb- 
ruary, and the few contracts that 
were made last month and this month 


call for a quotation of $1.60 during 
the first quarter, $1.80 during the 
next quarter, $2.20 during the third 
and $2.40 during the final quarter of 
the year, an average of $2 per year 
per hundred pounds. 

Creamery men deny that there has 
been any discrimination in their pay- 
ment for milk, except as far as quality 
is concerned. Where butter fats have 
not weighed up to standards there has 

a lower price. As for paying 

dairymen of San Fernando Valley 
more than others, they state that the 
dairies of that territory have their 
hands pretty full in supplying the 
home consumption, and that little 
milk is shipped from there to Los 
Angeles for distribution. 
About six months ago the Califor- 
nia Milk Producers’ Association, com- 
prised of numerous independent 
dairymen, made a canvass of the situ- 
ation, starting out with the idea of 
establishing their own co-operative 
Plant because the creameries had cut 
the prices. Investigation led the ma- 
jority of members to bolieve that such 
a course of action would not be ad- 
visable at the time, and some of them 
signed their usual yearly contracts.
